The barges are square-ended 
vessels designed to be used with 
the fleet of 12 semi-integrated 


barges built last year for the com- 
pany by Dravo Corporation, Pitts 
burgh, and currently in operation. 
Dravo also is constructing the 195- 
ft. by 35-ft. box-tvpe barges. 


Poplar Ridge will utilize the 
barges to increase coal tonnage 
carried between its mine at Casey- 
ville, Ky., on the Ohio River, and 
Union Electric power plants in 
the St. Louis area, particularly the 
new Meramec River staiton. 


By eliminating the customary 
forward and after rake space on 
the box-type barges, additional 
tonnage of coal can be carried in 
them. The present  semi-inte- 
grated barges have a low-resist- 
ance rake end design and a square 
stern. Ths permits fleeting a 
box-type barge between two semi- 
integrated vessels to form an un- 
broken hull line 585 feet long. 
Four semi-integrated and two box- 
type barges will be made in a tow 
two wide and three long. This 
will give Poplar Ridge two six- 
barge fleets and four-barge 
fleet. The four-barge fleet will 
have two pairs of semi-integrated 
vessels butted end to end. 


The box-type barge arrange 
ment is considered practical for 
the 290-mile trip from Caseyville 
to St. Louis because the fleet will 
remain intact during the entire 
journey. The box-type barges can 
be shifted by small harbor
